BYU trainer honored for care of athlete 


SALT LAKE CITY — The BYU student trainer who assisted an injured ' 
high school player and prevented otherwise certain paralysis was honored for 


his efforts at the governor’s office Friday afternoon. 


Mike Folsom, a BYU student trainer, was honored with an award from the 
National Athletic Trainers Association for his care for Kevin Anderson of 
Mountain Crest High School during a state basketball tournament last month. 

The NATA recognized Folsom and commended him for his “professionalism 
and courage in the evaluation and care administered to Kevin Anderson on 


Feb. 23, 1989.” 


The accident occurred “on an inbounds pass which was the final play of the 
third quarter when Kevin fell over the top of another player and while he was 
falling, his head was caught in between the other player’s legs. Mike then took 
over and he’s probably the one who saved Kevin’s life,” said Kevin’s father, 


Wayne Anderson. 


According to Wayne, Kevin broke his fourth vertebrae and dislocated his 
second. Doctors said if he had moved his neck a half inch, Kevin would have 
been rendered a quadriplegic or even killed. 

“T’m overwhelmed by the award. I feel like I was doing the job that I was 


trained to do,” said Folsom. 


“T didn’t run into any flaming buildings or anything that would have 
jeopardized my own health and welfare and yet I’m getting all this attention,” 


he said. 


“T’m grateful for the teachers and those who have taught me the correct 
principles and the things we needed to do and when and how to do them, and 
for Kevin and the friendship that has developed between us through all of 


this,” said Folsom. 


Folsom was accompanied by athletic personnel from BYU and other Utah 
colleges, family, friends and the benefactor. 

Kevin said, “I’m grateful for Mike. He was the first one there to tell me what 
to do and what not to do, which really made the difference for me. It’s a good 


award for Mike and he deserves it.” 


Folsom expressed concern for the lack of law requiring trainers at high 


school athletic events in Utah. 


“T find it kind of scary,” Folsom said. “I think this recognition and the 
support of all the head trainers from all the other colleges in the state is going 
to promote this regulation. I think it is a law that could be very beneficial to 


everyone in the state,” said Folsom.

Students in Japan 
experience pressure

While the Japanese education sys- 
tem produces students with strong 
academic backgrounds, the pressure 
to achieve in school may be too much 
for the students. 

According to an article in the June 
1988 edition of “Educational Re- 
search,” the Japanese people are crit- 
ical of their educational system de- 
spite large ordered classes, high 
motivation and very little violence. 

Masakazu Watabe, chairman of the 
BYU Asian and Near Eastern Lan- 
guages Department, said there are 
two main problems with the system in 
Japan. ; 

First, according to Watabe, when 
Japanese students enter college, 
their future is decided; it’s too late to 
make a career change once they begin 
college. 

On the other hand, he said a neigh- 
bor of his, who attended American 
schools, neglected to take school seri- 
ously until after serving a mission for 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints. Watabe’s neighbor is now 
a doctor. “If he (the neighbor) was in 
Japan, he would be a janitor,” said 
Watabe. 

The second problem noted by 
Watabe is that there are some stu- 
dents who are very good at one thing, 
but not good at all things. The 
Japanese education system prevents 
this type of learning. 

As an example, Watabe noted Yuji 
Ozawa, a former conductor of the 
Boston Philharmonic Orchestra is 
now conducting in Berlin. Ozawa did 
not make it into the best art schools in 
Japan because he was unable to excel 
in all areas. Consequently, he came to 


nothing but teach while in the United 
States. Many have to take second jobs 
just to survive. 

Chiaki Shimizu, a student of the 
BYU English Language Center, was 
raised in Osaka, Japan. 

Shimizu said college in the United 
States is harder than in Japan, but 
elementary, junior high and high 
school are much easier in the United 
States. 

According to Shimizu, the pressure 
put on children in the Japanese school 
system is too much. She said some 
students commit suicide because they 


can’t deal with the pressure put on . 


them by teachers and parents. Her 
brother’s friend was one of these stu- 
dents. 

According to Katanuma, students 
in Japan attend classes five to six 
hours a day, six days a week. This is 
followed by three to four hours of juku 
(classes designed to prepare students 
for entrance exams). On top of this 
comes two to three hours of home- 
work. 

The pressure comes at an early age, 
Sherrill said. “Kids who are 11 or 12 
years old have intense pressure. 
Many never date until college,” he 
said. 

Watabe reported that recently 
there have been reports of children 
who are very mean to other students. 
He said in the last 10 years there have 
been incidents where students beat 
their teachers. 

Katanuma said there needs to be a 
compromise between Japanese and 
U.S.: education.. 

“From my point of view, the United 
States society wants to imitate the 
Japanese education system. They 
should be careful, I don’t want to see

Thousands of Yeltsin supporters planned to rally after noon Sunday at 
southwestern Moscow’s Gorky Park. When they were told permission for the 
meeting had been refused, they set off for the city’s downtown. 


Arguments continue over wage raise 


WASHINGTON — As business and labor argue over raising the minimum 
wage, the potential impact on the federal budget and major jobs programs has 
been virtually lost in the debate. 

That changes this week when the bitterly partisan debate reaches the 
House floor. 

Some say raising the minimum wage from its current $3.35 an hour to $4.65 
as proposed would have virtually no impact on the federal budget. Others 
argue it would cost the budget, and taxpayers, as much as $5 billion. 

Although most Democrats have down-played any budget impact, an analy- 
sis prepared last week by the Congressional Budget Office for the Democratic 
sponsors of the legislation conceded that raising the minimum wage could cost. wisdom that they must share it with 
the government money and possibly force cuts in at least four jobs programs. others.

However, Bonneville Principal 
Brent Millen said he felt the ex- 
tended-year program was the best for 
children. His school has used the pro- 
gram for the past three years. 

“We studied all the different alter- 
native schedules three years ago. A 
38-parent committee and our staff 
wanted to do what was good for kids. 
Most of the alternative programs 
aren’t good for kids,” Millen said. 

The extended-year program Bon- 
neville chose to adopt keeps track of 
student progress through the use of a 
color-coded system (sometimes called 
rainbow tracking) which allows teach- 
ers to know exactly where students 
are in their progress at anytime, said 
Millen. “We have never been better 
prepared and never so accountable 
for students as we are now,” he said. 

The extended-year program allows 
teachers to teach smaller classes and 
increases enrollment by 25 percent, 
said Millen. After three years of using 
the extended-year program, student 
retention has increased and the learn 
loss that normally occurs during long 
se vacations has decreased, he 
said. :

The J. Reuben Clark Law School 
offers students a first-rate legal edu- 
cation at a phenomenally low price, 
according to law school administra- 
tors. 

BYU’s law school has emerged 
from its beginnings in the 1970s to a 
position of national recognition. 

According to Claude Zobell, assis- 
tant dean of the law school, BYU 
ranks in the top 20 percent in admis- 
sions criteria nationwide, with an ap- 
proximate LSAT (law school admis- 
sions test) score of 38 out of a possible 
48 and a median GPA of 3.52-3.75. 
Other schools that fall into this range 
include George Washington, North- 
western, UCLA and the University 
of Virginia. 

An LSAT score of 38 is in the 85th 
percentile nationwide, said Zobell. 

“The faculty at this law school are 
really first rate,” said Rex Lee, 
founding dean of the law school. 
“Most of the faculty have graduated 
from top rated law schools and fin- 
ished high in their class.” 

BYU receives between 5,000 to 
6,000 applications each year. Only 150 
of those applicants are selected for 
the entering class. Zobell said that 66

Utah, Zobell said. 

Tuition at BYU is phenomenally 
low. BYU’s law school is also subsi- 
dized by the the tithing funds of the 
Church. “Hach student, in essence, is 
receiving a $7,000-a-year scholar- 
ship,” Zobell said. “It shows a strong 
commitment on the part of our board 
of trustees to make sure that a legal 
education at BYU is accessible.” 

Tuition at BYU’s law school is 
$3,380 for LDS students and $5,070 
for non-LDS students. Tuition at 
George Washington is $11,500 a year 
and tuition at Northwestern is 
$12,681 a year. Most students can 
graduate from BYU’s law school for 
less than it would cost them for a sin- 
gle year’s tuition at many other insti- 
tutions. 

“The true test is in the market- 
place,” Lee said. According to 
Pullins, more than 130 law firms and 
legal employers visit BYU each year 
from all over the country to recruit its 
graduates.

Storage. Security is a major concern 
for all storage rental facilities. 

“We live on the premises and patrol 
the area 24 hours a day,” said H.L. 
Morris, manager of the Self Storage 
Village. 

“We open the gates at 6 a.m. and 
close them at 9 p.m. Rental occupants 
are free to come and go as they wish 
within those hours to pick up their 
storage or drop things off. There has 
never been a problem with any stor- 
age units being broken into or vandal- 
ized at Self Storage Village,” said 
Morris. 

According to Morris, one of the rea- 
sons for not having any problems with 
security is that he and his wife live 
where the storage ‘units are. “It is 
nice to live here because we can help 
people when they are moving in and 
out,” said Morris. | 

The Lock Box has a computer ac- 
cess gate at its facility. “All of our 
renters are given a computerized ac- 
cess card, which opens the front 
gate,” said Ladd. “The computer then 
records the time, date and name of 
the person. The system works quite 
well, and we haven’t had any prob- 
lems with security.” 

According to Thompson, people 
should look for a few things before 
trusting someone for storage. 

“You should always ask about the 
security. A person should look at the 
lighting and the shape of the fences 
and if there are any fences,” said 
Thompson. “A person should also look 
at the construction of the storage 
units, and see if they are well man-_ 
aged.” Major damages, such as fire 
and other mishaps should also be no- 
ticed before renting a storage facility. 

Liability for a person’s possesions 
in case of damages or theft is left in 
the hands of the occupants. “We can 
make no guarantees, for legal rea- 
sons. We simply provide a place 
where a person can secure his or her 
belongings,” said Morris.

Near normal winter precipitation 
this year in the Provo River drainage 
area does not mean the end of the 
water shortage for the Wasatch 
Front. . 

Bill Alder, meteorologist in charge 
of Salt Lake City’s office of the Na- 
tional Weather Service, said, “We’ve 
had two rather dry years. This year 
has been a normal year.” He said the 
drought has been “tempered.” 

According to the Palmer Index, a 
rating system for defining drought 
conditions based on the moisture con- 
tent in the soil, the Wasatch Front is 
currently on the border between a 
moderate and mild drought, said 
Alder. 

Clark Ogden, meteorologist with 
the Utah Division of Water Re- 
sources, said, “It takes considerably 
more than normal moisture to 
recharge the aquifers after a couple of 
dry years.” 

Alder said the best scenario for this 
year would have been above normal 
precipitation. He rated the current 
water year: “It is sort of like getting a 
Bin college.” 

Dale J. Stevens, a BYU geography 
professor and author of “Utah 
Weather Guide,” said he does not see 
the current conditions as a drought. 

“We had the wet years of 82 and 83 
and the return to normal is seen by

some as a drought,” Stevens said. He 
said people need to remember that 
Utah has a dry climate. Growth of 
demand for water beyond the growth 
of the water supply creates problems. 

Weekly precipitation records are 
gathered for comparison purposes.

Precipitation for the water year 
(which begins in October) was 99 per- 
cent of normal by March 10 in the 
northern mountains area, which in- 
cludes the Provo River drainage sys- 
tem.

which has received 92 percent of nor- 
mal precipitation. 

The last two water years were con- 
siderably dryer. The northern moun- 
tains received only 63 percent of nor- 
mal moisture by March 1987 and 69 
percent by March 1988. The north 
central region fared slightly better 
with 72 percent of normal moisture in 
1987 and 80 percent of normal mois- 
ture in 1988. 

Precipitation in the northern moun- 
tains area is important to Utah and 
Salt Lake counties because the area is 
a major source of water for use along 
the Wasatch Front. The Provo River 
drainage system fills Deer Creek 
Reservoir. The water is stored in the 
reservoir for home, industrial and 
agricultural use. 

Measurement of the snowpack in 
the northern mountains helps predict 
runoff, which is the primary source of 
water for Deer Creek Reservoir. 

Jon Werner, data collection officer 
for the northern mountains, said the 
present forecast is for 80 percent of 
normal runoff. It is less than might be 
expected by the precipitation level 
this year because of recharge. 

Under current conditions, Deer 
Creek Reservoir is not expected to fill 
this year although Jack Gardner, su- 
pervisor of the Provo River Water’ 
Users Association, has reported to 
the water districts that there will be 
enough water in the reservoir to meet 
allocations.

The first Episcopal woman priest in 
Utah was named as vicar in charge 
Friday at the St. Francis Church in 
Moab. 

The Rev. Barbara Joan Smith was 
ordained to be in charge of the Moab 
parish which receives support from 
the Utah Diocese, said Mary Beth 


. McDavid, the deputy for arrange- 


ments for communications and plan- 
ning in Moab. 

“As vicar in charge, she (Rev. 
Smith) will perform the pastoral du- 
ties, which the congregation needs,” 
said McDavid. 

“Some of her duties will include the 
marrying and burying of people who 
are in the congregation,” she said. 

Smith will also take part in govern- 
ing the church and in carrying out 
missionary work. 

“She will preach the word of God 
and have the same authority any 
other priest has, who is vicar in 
charge of a congregation,” said Mc- 

avid. 

Women were given the priesthood 
during the General Convention of the 
Episcopal Church in 1976. “We have 
had women in the Utah Diocese since 
the fall of 1977,” said McDavid. : 

The Episcopal Church is governed 
nationally by two bodies — the per- 
manent Executive Council and the 
General Convention, which meets ev- 
ery three years. The General Conven- 
tion has final authority in matters of 
policy and doctrine. All acts must 
pass both of its houses — the House of 
Bishops and the House of Deputies. 

After the council, the principal or- 
ganizational units are, in descending 
order of size, provinces, dioceses or 
missionary districts, local parishes 


_ and local missions. 


Rev. Smith said she is anxious to be 
a priest in charge of a parish. “I am 
looking forward to preaching the 
word of God and helping with the 
sacrament,” said Smith. 

“Tt is a privilege to be called by God . 
and the community to a life of ser- 
vice,” said Smith. She said it is won- 
derful to serve other people.
